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TOWN COUNCIL IN SESSION 


MATTER OF DANGEROUS RAIL- 
ROAD CROSSINGS CONSIDERED 


Bids Opened and Awarded for 1000 


Perch oi Crushed Stone 


for Streets. 


The Town Council held their regu- 


lar May meeting on Tuesday evening 
of last week. The meeting was called 
to order by Pres. Hamilton, minutes 
of previous meeting were read and ap- 
proved. 


The policeman were first discussed 


and motion prevailed that the chair- 
man of Highway Committee be in- 
structed to request Burgess Holtz- 
worth to insist upon a performance 
of duties according to the instructions 
of the Burgess and in the event of any 
failure on the part of the policemen 
that they be brought before council for 
an overhauling. 


Digging permits and the disregard 


of the conditions of the ordinance was 
discussed without definite action. 
It 


was said citizens dig up the streets 
and fill up the ditches without any 
tamping and do not keep the ridge or 
hollow in good condition for follow- 
ing 13 months as ordinance requires 
and that the streets become rough, 
"with hollows and bumps, and if any- 
thing is said to the offenders they pay 
no attention. The Council were unani- 
mous in their 
view that citizens 


should live up to the laws of the town 
but how to compel them did not clear- 
ly appear. 


Councilman Butt called attention to 


the railroad crossings and the danger 
as illustrated by the recent accident 
at the Western Maryland crossing at 
Carlisle street and was of the opinion 
that watchmen or gates should be 
established at every crossing. R. E. 
Wible, Esq., attorney for Borough, was 
of the opinion that under existing 
laws the railroad could not be com- 
pelled to maintain watchmen or gates. 
The matter and the danger was dis- 
cussed at length and the motion of 
Councilman 
Butt 
was unanimously 


adopted for the appointment of a com- 
mittee of two to discover means for 
the abatement of the danger and the 
establishment of some safety guards 
at the crossings. Councilmen Butt 
and Trostle were appointed as the 
committee. 


Councilman Kitzmiller reported crap 


shooting under the arc lights on a 
Sunday night. No action was taken 
after discussion. 


The request by Joseph Galbraith, 


made through his attorney. Edward A. 
Weaver, for better alley west of West 
street, was referred to the Highway 
Committee. 


The pavements made by some resi- 


dents of York street along York pike 
to bridge and the absence of pave- 
ments by other lot owners was dis- 
cussed and referred to the Highway 
Committee. 


The moving picture shows pay $2 


license each month and many of the 
councilmen were of the opinion that 
the amount was too low and 50 cents 
a night should be charged. No action 
was taken. 


Councilman Beck moved that the or- 


dinance relating to the running of 
wash water into the streets and alleys 
be enforced and offenders be punished 
according to law. Motion carried. 


The proposed extension of the lim- 


its of the Borough was brought up 
but deferred until the next meeting. 


Three bids were presented by the 


committee having charge of the mat- 
ter for furnishing crushed stone for 
the streets. 
M. and T. E. Farrel bid 


for cjuarrying and crushing rock 75 
cts. a ton. B. F. Deardorff bid for 
quarrying, crushing and delivering 
$1.25 
a ton. John C. Shealer's bid did 


not cover crushing the rock and was 
not considered. After the matter was 
discussed and councilmen being of the 
opinion that the crushed stone could 
be hauled cheaper by borough than 
contractor, the contract was awarded 
to M and T. E. Farrel for 1.000 perch 
of crushed stone. 


Council 
adjourned until Tuesday 


evening, May 11.

Mountain Fire. 


A fierce mountain fire raged on the 


South Mountain in the vicinity of 
Hunters Run for several days last 
week. It 5« estimated that 1500 acres 
of timber have burned, n is thought 
the fire had its origin from the flames 
that devastated the Cameron estate, 
Holly Springs. The clay works near 
Hunters Run were shut, down and the 
men Vv'ere pur to work fighting the 
flames as wel! as a large number of 
the employees of the South Mountain 
Mining and Iron Co. Altogether be- 
tween 80 and f'O men were engaged in 
extinguishing the flames and on Sat- 
urday had the fire under control. The 
fire spread near Laurel but no build- 
ings were burned. 


Orphans' Court. 


An orphans' court was held last 


Monday for the confirmation of ac- 
counts and other business, all the 
judges being present. 


The Court filed an opinion in the 


estate of Silas W. Wagner, deceased, 
sustaining the report of the auditor, 
which disallowed extravagant bills for

Baker, for nursing and funeral expen- 
ses amounting to $50, which the Court 
allowed.

Ten Cows Condemned and Killed. 


Tlie State Livestock Sanitary Board 


of Pa., instructed Dr. M. Moriarty last 
week, to test with Tuberculin. '2 herds 
of Jersey cows,.",7 in number, owned 
bv I. L. Sadler, near Idaville. Hnnt- 
insjton township. When the test was 
applied, 9 out of 20 head reacted, in 
the first herd, and 2 out of the 17 head, 
reacted iu the second herd, making 
eleven head, reacting to the State test. 
Some of the animals condemned were 
fine milk cows. The condemned ani- 
mals were appraised and slaughtered 
at the Fertilizer Works of Oyler & 
Spangler, and thsy were disposed of 
in the usual way. Mr. Sadler realized 
$206.00 for the ten bead, one of the lot 
died, before the appraisement was 
made, and no compensation was al- 
lowed. 


Dr. Moriarty quarantined a cow 


bitten by a mad dog some weeks ago, 
the cow died from the efTects of Rabies 
last week. She was owned by Amos 
R. Group near Idaville.

DEDICATION WILL BRING MANY 


REGULAR TROOPS. 


Miss Helen Taf t, Daughter of Presi- 


dent Taft, will Unveil the 


Monument. 


The program for the dedication of 


the Regulars' monument at Gettys- 
burg on the afternoon of May '.\i has 
been announced. Immediately after 
the opening of the exercises at 2 p. m., 
President Taft will make an address. 
The monument will then be unveiled, 
after which a national salute will be 
fired by a battery, the troops present- 
ing arms. Laurel wreaths will then 
be laid at the foot of the shaft, one 
under each tablet, by the senior sur- 
viving regimental or battery command 
er present of each arm of service or 
by the senior officer present of each 
arm. During the ceremonies the Ma- 
rine Band will play. 


The Secretary of War will follow 


with an address, placing the monu- 
ment in the custody of the Gettysburg 
National Park Commission, the chair- 
man of the latter. Col. John P. Xich- 
olson, responding. Taps will then be 
sounded by the buglers en masse. The 
exercises will close with benediction. 


Five companies of coast artillery 


have been ordered from the artillery 
district of Baltimore to attend the ded- 
ication at Gettysburg of the monu- 
ment to the memory of the soldiers 
of the Regular Army who participated 
in the battle. 


Three companies will go from Fort 


Howard and two from Fort McHenry. 


Other troops which will be at the 


dedication will be the Fifth United 
States Infantry from Plattsburg Bar- 
racks, the first squadron of the Fif- 
teenth Cavalry and the Second Bat- 
talion of the Third Field Artillery, 
from Fort Meyer; the band and four 
companies from the district of the 
Delaware and three companies from 
the district of the Potomac. 


Another feature of the program that 


will unquestionably be one of the 
biggest days of the year for Gettys- 
burg, will be the unveiling of the 
monument by Miss faft, daughter of 
President Talt. 


D A. R. Museum. 


The local chapter of the D. A. R.

The chapter aims to 
establish an historical library and a 
museum in this room. Through the 
kindness of Mr. Harry Himes, who 
has already made a loan of a number 
of pieces of antique furniture and bric- 
a-brac, of Mr. John Kieth of valuable 
volumes and of contributions from 
members of the chapter, the room has 
a look of antiquity.

Dr. Clutz on Lutheran Growth 
In the address of Rev. J. A. Clutz 


D. B., pastor of St. James Lutheran

997 congregations, 9,720 
communicant members, 556 Lutheran 
Sunday schools 485 Union Sunday 
Schools and 71,828 scholars. 


The Lutheran almanac for the year 


1909 gives us 23 district synods, 1,744 
congregations, 280,978 con firmed mem- 
bers. The latest statistics of the Sun- 
day school report an enrollment of 
244,863. What a story in growth, in- 
fluence and power they tell! 


"The parochial summary of 1860 


contains only three columns for be- 
nevolent contributions, for education, 
$9,992.01; for the support of Home 
Missions, $14,205.02; for Foreign Mis- 
sions, $3,920.20. Truly enough that 
was a day of small things but since 
that time the church has not only 
grown in numbers but iu wealth as, 
so wealthy in fact, that the Lutheran 
people today are recognix.ed as the 
richest and most prosperous body the 
world has ever known. It is claimed 
this accumulated wealth benefits only 
a few. All the people have shared in 
it, generally speaking. Of course 
there is much poverty want aud suffer- 
ing, as there always has been, and 
always will be. During the past year 
the individual contributions for the 
work average in amounts from ?50 to 
$1.000. This is one feature in which 
our church is weak, but the future 
looks a whole lot brighter than the 
past.

this ou record ; and these are calcu- 
lated to encourage the devotes of liter- 
ature, though advanced iu life, still 
to nurse the lire of genius and toil at 
their high vocation iu tbe realms of 
literature. 


A few examples will sutlice to prove 


our point; and may those, who early 
in life have neglected mental improve- 
ment, find iu the following examples 
a stimulus to attend to it even iu rna- 
turer years. 


Oato began to study Latin and Greek 


at 80; Theophrastus' work on the 
"Character of Men" was written at 
90; Ludovico Monaldesco wrote the 
"Memories of his Times" at the great 
age of 115 ; Isaac Walton wrote inter- 
esting biographies at 85 ;Necker, speak- 
ing of studies late in life, said, "Three 
score and ten is an agreeable ace for 
literary work—your mind has not lost 
its vigor and 
euv-y leaves you in 


peace;" Dryden translated tbe Iliad at 
85 ; Dr. Johnson at tbe age of 73, when 
weak and speechless from paralysis, 
composed a Latin prayer to test tbe re- 
tention and strength of his mental fac- 
ulties; Franklin's philosophical pur- 
suits began at about 50 ; Michael Ange- 
lo preserved his creative genius to ex- 
treme old age : there is a devise of an

The proper use of crimson clover as 


a cover "crop and soil improver was 
presented by Wm. S. Adams and dis- 
cussed at considerable length by mem- 
bers. A general report on the condi- 
tions of fruit bloom was made by all 
members. The outlook at this time is 
very encouraging, apple both summer 
and winter, promise a full crop. The 
same conditions were reported for 
cherry and plum. Peach are fairly 
well set and the present outlook seems 
to promise about seventy-five per cent. 
of a full crop. Pear are only lightly 
set. probably forty per cent. 


The matter of proper time and man- 


ner to spray for codling moth and fun- 
gous diseases in order to produce best 
results was freely discussed and con- 
siderable emphasis placed upon the 
importance of doing spraying imme- 
diately after drop of bloom, or even 
before is has all fallen using as high 
pressure as can be produced. Several 
members reported experience in other 
localities in spraying when trees are 
in full bloom and some experiment on 
this line will be undertaken this year 
but until the safety of this plan can 
be more fully established by experi- 
ence it is not recommended for gen- 
eral use. Practically everyone in the 
fruit belt who has fruit TO any extent 
is planning to spray it thoroughly 
with standard preparations, which, ex-
